Banks May Be _ Prohibited 
From Paying Interest 
On Municipal Funds 


City of Upland will lose at least 


$20 a month and city of Ontario; 


will be minus about $60 a month 
when a federal bill becomes ef- 
fective in August. 


The bill prohibits federal reserve ! 


banks paying cities and counties 
an interest rate of one-half of one 
per cent on the average daily de- 
posits. Various organizations in 
the state, however, are uniting in 
opposing the measure. Until re- 
cent years the banks paid an in- 
terest rate of two per cent 
municipal deposits. 

Upland city money deposited in 
the local banks represents the 
municipality’s operating capital. | 
The deposit is unusually large at 
present due to the city keeping in- 
tact about $42,000, the amount re- 
ceived in the sale of the city’s 20- 
acre citrus grove. This money has 
been set aside for use as the city’s 
share in construction of the pro- 
posed city hall. 

In addition to the operating cap- 
ital the city has resereve funds, 


some of which are on deposit in! 


the banks and some are invested 
in government “baby bonds” and 
in other securities, 

In accordance with the laws the 
banks secure deposits of public 
funds. Bonds more than equal the 
average daily municipal deposit 
are placed as security by the bank.

Also due and payable is the 
yearly Unemployment Insurance 
tax for the entire calendar year| 
of 1936. All employers of eight; 
or more employees are liable for 
this tax.
